Few Industries Show Increase 

in Nuamber Employed. 

BE. F. Fader, director of the In- 
@ustrial Empleyment Survey of the 
United States Department of Labor, 
who was in St. Louis Monday for a 
conference on the business situation 
with representatives of various in- 
é4ustries, said unemployment was 
showing an increase throughout the 
country. In January the estimated 


ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 


wnemployment approximated 4,500.- 


600. Since then it has increased 6.2 
per cent. The greatest increase was 
observed In June when idleness in- 
creased 2.9 per cent. almost equal to 
the increase of the five months pre- 
ceding. 

The increase was most pronounced 
in the iron, steel. metal and machine 
trades, the automobile, lumber, 
chemical, paper and printing indus- 
tries, and the miscelleneous manu- 
facturing group. The only major in- 
dustries of the country to show an 
increase in the number employed 
were in leather, textile and food 


products lines. 

The States west of the Mississippi 
and east of the Rockies have at ho 
time felt the full depression in 
business because of the character of 
the manufacturing in these States 
and because the district is agricui- 
tural. The greatest single indus- 
tries in theee States, milling and food 
packing. have been comparatively 
steady. The packing industry has 
shown a fair increase in the num- 
ber employed since June i, and as a 
result of this, Kansas City was one 
of the few cities of the country to 
register an increase in employment 
in June.

CHICAGO, July 27.—The Chicago 
Tribune has announced a prize of 
$5000 to mural painters for the most 


suitabie designs for the embellish-: 


ment of the news room in its new 
plant. just north of the Link bridge 
in Michigan avenue. 


Under the plans of the contest, 


which will be held under the super- 
vision of the Chicago Art Institute. 
the designs to be submitted must 
portray some important phase or 
episode in the history of journal- 
ism. 


Ten free scholarships have been 


offered by the institute to painters 
wishing to work on the Tribune de- 
signs, in order that artists of smal] 
means may mot be excluded from 
participation in the contest. 

The walls of the Tribune local 
room comprise three premier and 
mine lesser panels. Of the three 
larger, the greatest is 15x18 feet. 

Various Themes Suggested. 

Among the themes which hare 
been suggested for these panels are 
the bringing in of the verdict in the 
case of the King vs. Zender for libel. 
an event of historical importance in 
colonial annals of the American peo- 
ple and a victory for freedom of the

amendments safeguarding the lib- 
erty of the press were adopted, and 
the pre-war conference in the old 
Tribune office in the late 50s, be- 
tween Abraham Lincoln and the 
early editors of the Tribune concern-
